The trustees are also empowered to determine the class of securities 
which may be required trom banks receiving the deposits, and the 
manner in which such deposits shall be invested. It is required, 
however, that these investments shall be made in accordance with the 
laws Of the states where the investments are made, which would per- 
mut state banks to loan money on farm lands in such states where

tary reservation at West Point. -\ little more 
than half the year, on an average, 1s spent by 
the President in Washington. This has been 
the rules practically, since the close of the 
civil war. The summers are invariably spent 
ta considerable distance from the capital, and the house occupied by 
the President during his absence from Washington becomes, of neces- 
mansion, It is quite proper that the cost of main- 
ain it while it is being so used should be borne by the public. but 
to erect and maintain a permanent summer residence for the Presi- 
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dent, on the other hand, would be to incur unnecessary expense, while 
possibly imposing a hardship rather than conferring a favor upon the 
chief magistrate. 

There is no good reason why the President should be compelled 
to spend his summers at West Point, or at any other place in par- 
ticular. He should be accorded the privilege of choosing the location 
of his summer home. Mr. Roosevelt has preferred Oyster Bay, for 
obvious reasons. Not many Presidents have had summer homes by 
he seaside; not many are likely to have. 

A better plan than’ that proposed by the Landis bill would be 
one making a liberal allowance for the rental of stich a summer resi- 
dence as the President may select. He imay prefer the mountains to 
the seashore, he may prefer the lakes to either, but whatever his 
preference it should be consulted and respected. |

territory as if by magic. ‘The summer tourist who dashed hurriedly 
through it five years ago would not recognize the settlements today. 
The crops raised throughout the wheat belt have been marvelous. The 
rigors of the winter climate have been met and conquered. The 
Canadian Northwest is settling now to substantial and permanent 
things. All doubt as to the future has vanished as completely from 
the minds of the settlers as it vanished, in due time, from the minds 
of those who settled Kansas, Nebraska, Texas, the Dakotas, Oregon 
and \Washington. 

The oceasion for this reference to the Canadian Northwest 1s not 
the fact that settlers are likely to crowd into the territory in greater 
numbers than ever this spring, or that the towns and cities give 
promise of growing this vear faster than ever, but, rather, the an- 
nouncement that by the close of 1909 12,000 miles of railway will be 
in operation in the western Canadian provinces, and that the Canadian 
Pacific and Grand Trunk Pacific will spend $90,000,000 for roads 
connecting the lake country with the Pacific. 

When matters reach this point in the making of an empire, it 
only. remains to measure from vear to year the gains of those 
who were on the ground early and who took advantage of their 
Opportunies. 

Not EVERY vouth who has owned a camera and learned to take 
pictures and develop them has had such an opportunity as Kermit 
Roosevelt, the President's nineteen-vear-old son, will have for the 
next few months.

Iy is ro BE hoped that the bill to abolish 
capital punishment in Massachusetts, now in 
the hands of the judiciary committee, and 
the bill to abolish capital punishment in all 
cases within federal jurisdiction, now pend- 
ing in Congress, will pass. There may be < 
relative necessity for human government to 
subject certain persons to this most fearful 
experience as a deterrent example to others— 
to kill a few citizens in order to protect 
many—but such necessity belongs to a stage of civilization from 
which America in general and Massachusetts in) particular has 
emerged. The federal bill was introduced and advocated by Con- 
eressinan McCall of Massachusetts and it failed to pass in the House 
last week because a quorum was not present, not because a majority 
accepted the opportunity to appear and vote against it. 

Organized society should inflict punishment only to accomplish 
some definite purpose. In the early history of institutions the aim 
of pumishment was retribution. It was natural for a government 
which considered itself a theocracy and regarded vengeance as an 
attribute of Defty to declare “An eye for an eye” and “Whoso 
sheddeth man's blood, by man shall his blood be shed.” But Christ 
Jesus repudiated this belief with regard to the law of God, notably 
in the Sermon on the Mount and in the case of the woman taken in 
modern government undertakes to dispense

adultery, and no 
vengeance. 

Punishment is now regarded as an act of social defense. Modern 
governments employ it—(1) To prevent private retahation, by 
appeasing the demand for vengeance; (2) to deter the offender. and 
others from criminal conduct, by exciting fear of punishment; (35) 
to turn the offender from the way of tratisgressors, by reforming him. 
As penology is comprehended and civilization advances the opinion 
eathers weight that reformation should be the chief purpose of pun- 
ishment, especially in the more serious cases, and that a long continued 
correction by the hand of authority 1s a more effectual preventive 
than a revolting punishment which is quickly over. 

It was formerly supposed that the preventive effect of a penal 
law depends on the severity of the pumshment which it prescribes. 
Systematic observation has long since proved this supposition to be 
a mistake. It is now generally admitted by those who have given 
much attention to thus subject that the preventive effect of punish- 
ment depends on its certainty rather than its severity and that a 
moderate punishment ts Just as effective as or more effective than a 
severe or extreme pumshiment. 

The American colonists came from countries where most crimes 
—even many petty offenses—were pumshable by death. In England 
160 offenses were punishable by death when (in 1765) Blackstone 
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wrote his “Commentaries on the Law of England.” \When William 
Penn drafted his code ot laws for Pennsylvania he retained thts 
penalty for only murder and treason. 
this penalty for from two to twelve crimes. And experience inl al 
the colonies proved that the restriction of capital punishn 
wise. England acknowledged this later and reduced the m 
capital offenses to four. Capital pumshment 1s abolished in 
kwuropean countries and in Maine, Rhode Island, Michigan and Wis 
consin.

[In 1764 Becearia, an Italian economist and jurist, published a 
treatise on crimes and punishments which passed through six edit 
1 eighteen months, and was translated into many European lar. 
guages. Deccaria denied the right of government to take human lite 
under any circutistances, maintained that itis a less efficacious method 
of deterring others than imprisonment, and advocated the beneficial 
Htluence of edtteation in lesseninp crime. This book exerted a proce 
and widespread influence; it established the author's claim to be 
remembered as a benefactor of mankind. 

[tis essential to a Wise penal code that the punishments should 
not stint or dull the moral sense of the community, and this is the 
tendeney and effeet of capital punishment. A) government whieh 
punishes anv crime with death is not in a strong position to say 
“Thou shalt not kill’ When a government incorporates this eom- 
mandment into its law it should act accordingly,

“Air Line’ 


THE TERM “air line” was once quite popular 
among railroad men as a secondary title for 
their roads, Certain of the latter, in addition 
to being “entirely free from dust,” “broad 
gauge’ and “equipped with patent wheel 
brakes,” were “air lines.” Forty years ago 
there was a “Cleveland air line,” a “Cinein- 
nati airline,’ a “Chicago air line,” a *Pitts- 
burg air line’ and, of course, a“ 
New York air line,” and it 1s not so very long 
ago since the term sank into desuetude. It seems it 1s going to be 
resumed, but in another connection, and this time it 1s not to be a mere 
figure of speech. Indeed, we have it on the authority of the president 
of the Aerial Navigation Company of Massachusetts, Charles J. 
Glidden, that a Boston-New York air line will be in operation by his 
company about May 1 of the present year. Already, he informs us, 
parcels of ground in and near Boston have been acquired for airship 
stations, and, savs Mr. Glidden: 
We will begin by starting a regular sehedule of runs from 

a place we have leased as a starting station, a short distance 

from Boston. We have also arranged for another station at 

Harvard bridge, a half mile from the State House in Boston.

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Mr. Glidden claims that this will be “the first airship line in the 
world.” Although a French company is making similar preparations, 
and acquired some time ago land and housetops in Paris for station 
purposes, this claim is probably well founded, in view of the early 
day set for the beginning of operations by the Aerial Navigation 
Company of Massachusetts. 

It is a fact pretty well established in worldly affairs that the 
value of a discovery, an invention—an innovation—is never thor- 
oughly proved until it has been demonstrated as a commercial propo- 
sition. If anew thing is serviceable, if it meets an existing want, or 
if it creates a want for itself, its adoption is certain. One line of 
airships in actual operation between two points, anysvhere, would go 
farther toward giving an impetus to aerial navigation than all that 
might be written on the theory of aeronautics 1n a thousand years. 

The theory of aerial navigation is not new. The only question 
is, have we reached the point where the theory can be turned to prac- 
tical account. Mr. Glidden seems to be confident we have. Let us 
hope he is justified in this confidence. Let us hope, also, in case he 
is not oversanguine, that Boston may have the proud distinction of 
being the city in which commercial aerial navigation was first suc- 
cessfully demonstrated. 


It 1s Now possible to go from Girardot to Facatativa by rail.

Mr. Eniirort Woops, superintendent of the 
Capitol at Washington, on the suggestion of 
Mr. Boutell, representative frdm Iilimors, ts 
advocating the remodeling of the seating plan 
of the House of Representatives. The pro- 
posal is to remove the mahogany desks, which 
have been a special feature of latter-day 
council chambers, and to return to the earlier 
idea of continuous high-backed benches. If 
this is done it will have the effect of making 
the House of Representatives resemble somewhat the British House 
of Commons. 

It is urged by some critics of our present arrangement that it 
does not add to the dignity of proceedings to have congressmen turn 
their backs upon the speaker by swinging around to tace the rear of 
the room, nor to carry on correspondence while at&ending debate, 
a performance which detracts from rather than adds to their value as 
members. The splendid new office building for members of Con- 
gress, adjoining the Capitol, will provide them with the necessary 
facilities to perform such labors near at hand, whence they may be 
summoned for attendance on special debates. 

It may be that the rearrangement will be adopted when its 
feasibility has been thoroughly considered, for the express purpose of 
concentration of attention and despatch of business.
